On May 14, 2012, I met Mel Pickrell, the FNS, Regional Director for Financial Management and Jeff Wingate, the Grants Management Section Chief regarding your ongoing concerns. During 
our meeting they notified this office that the NMDOH was continuing to cooperate to resolve this matter as outlined in the FNS, financial management review completed in 2010. At this 
time FNS is preparing to ask NMDOH to repay approx. $500,000 as a result of the audit findings. Jeff Wingate will forward a copy of the repayment request to me once issued. Additionally, 
FNS will conduct a review on the NMDOH WIC Program for 2011, beginning this summer in order to verify the controls put in place during the last review were effective. 

As I mentioned to you per our phone conversation, it is my opinion that this matter is administrative in nature, and not a criminal matter. FNS has identified the issues with the State's WIC 
Program accounting errors and is taking steps to resolve these issues. If you have any specific questions regarding FNS' actions in regards to this matter please contact Jeff Wingate directly 
at 214-290-9831 . He would be the individual most qualified to address your concerns. 

This matter will be filed as an official declination to schedule an investigation for future reference.
